DR. RIZAL’S EXECUTION. 
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Mrs. Rizal Teélls the Story of Her Husband’s 
Sufferings and Death at Spanish Hands. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

I can die happy now. The deliverance 
of the Philippine Islands from the cruel 
Spanish.Government is at hand. I have 
prayed for this—prayed every day of my 
life since the morning when my husband, 
Dr. Jose Rizal, was shot on the infamous 
Lunetta. 


As I stood there and witnessed the trag- 
edy which has darkened my life some 
invisible, unknown power told me I would 
live to'see Spain driven from these isl- 
ands. Now the heartless Spaniards are 
visited with a just penalty. 

[ appreciate the heartlessness of the 
Spaniards. I am doing injustice to no one 
when I say that men high in authority 
received money for putting my husband 
to death. It was during the rule of the 
infamous Captain-General Polavieja that 
the Lunetta was soaked with human 
blood. That official made a fortune dur- 
ing his brief rule of the islands. He re- 
ceived $49,000 or $50,000 (Mexican) for or- 
dering the execution of Dr. Rizal. Nearly 
all Spaniards are the same in heartless- 
ness, although I must say that Gen. Blan- 
co, when Captain-General o? the Philip- 
pines, seemed humane compared with the 
man. who succeeded him. Gen. Blanco’s 
reign was marked by some atrocious oc- 
currences, however. The most ~ terrible 
event of the whole rebellion occurred in 
his time. 

I refer to the famous “‘black hole” affair, 
where fifty-flve or more young men, gus- 
pected of complicity in the insurrection, met 
a terrible death, These unfortunates were 
imprisoned in a miserable, unsanitary hole 
in the old fortifications at Manila—a dark, 
damp, rat-inhabited dungeon in the ancient 
wall, I have talked with Spanish soldiers 
who were there, who heard the agonizing 
cries of the men In that frigtful place. What 
a night it was! The men called piteously 
for air, and as they strove to get near the 
one little window from which they might get 
a breath of air, they trampled each other 
down like miserable maniacs. They called 
and called until, nearly dead, they could 
call no more. A Lieutenant in charge sat 
calmly smoking his cigar. <A last appeal to 
the sentry on guard seemed to have some 
effect, and the soldier suggested to his su- 
perior, the Lieutenant, that perhaps it would 
be as well to remove the covering over the 
hole and give the miserable fellows a little 
air, “Let the beggars die,’’ was his inhuman 
reply. 

When Gen. Blanco heard how these poor 
fellows were suffocated he sent for the Lieu- 
tenant, and after a flippant explanation, he 
kicked the heartless subordinate downstairs. 
Gen. Blanco was humane enough to be un- 
popular with the Spaniards. He was espe- 
cially disliked by the friars, Iam a Roman 
Catholic myself and have great respect for 
my church, when the priests of that church 
are as they are in most parts of the world. 
3ut much of the trouble in the Philippines 
is due to the way in which the friars abuse 
their authority. They are all-powerful on 
te Philippines. They are not content to look 
after the spiritual affairs of the natives 
They: were responsible for Gen. Blanco's,re- 
moval. They wanted a man who would re- 
sort to the most cruel methods to end the 
rebellion, The Archbishop at Manila tele- 
graphéd to Hong Kong, directing that senti- 
ment be created ‘against Gen. Blanco, and 
cables were sent to Madrid over the heads 
of the authorities of the islands. 

Gen, Blanco was of my 
band’s innocence of complicity in the insur- 
rection. Dr. Rizal.had had written a book 
which made enemies who caused his death, 
The doctor used plain language to let the 
whole world understand how corrupt and 
unjust was Spain’s rule in the Filipinos. I 
saw him suffer for his humanity. 

I supposed the st has severely /crit- 
icized me for marrying a man condemned 
to death. I know no better way of declar- 
ing my belief in the honesty, innocence and 
worth of the man. I first met Dr. Rizal 
when he was in exile on Dapitan Island, one 
of the Philippine group. I was with my 
father by adoption. My own father was an 
Irishman. He is now in Australia. He was 
schoolmaster in a regiment of British troops 
garrisoned at Hong Kong. I was born in 
the barracks in that.colony and adopted by 
James Bracken and his wife. About two 
vears ago Mr. Bracken went to Dapitan 
Island that Dr. Rizal might treat his eyes. 
I accompanied my adopted father, and was 
tizal.

The Spaniards were hunting for men 
who they suspected were connected with 
the insurrection. They arrested the doctor, 
put him aboard a Spanish warship, and 
took him to Manila. I went with him. I 


left him on the ship in the harbor. A few 
days later he was informed that he was 
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tain-General Blanco can be seen from the 
letters which he gave Dr. Rigal for pres- 
entation in Madrid. 

But such letters had no effect upon Gen. 
Blanco’s superiors or his successor. The 
doctor was brought back to Manila and put 
in a miserable prison. The treatment which 
was given me when I called was bad even 
for Spaniards. The world knows about that 
mock trial of Dr. Rizal. They had no 
proofs. They were bound to convict him, 
and they did it by drum-head court martial. 
The doctor declared his innocence of par- 
ticipation in the insurrection. He said that 
he had several opportuniti€és to escape, but 
knowing that he was innocent he counted 
upon the Government to do right. He was 
promptly condemned. I could not think 
the Spanish Government could execute the 
doctor. I was allowed to see him the day 
before he was executed. He said that for 
many reasons he desired that we be mar- 
ried. I was willing to grant this, his last 
request. Even then I could not believe my 
lover would have to die. The doctor under- 
stood Spanish character better than 1. He 
said there was no hope. 

The next morning—a beautiful day, but 
a terrible one for me—I went to the little 
chapel connected with the prison, and there 
we were married: The Spanish soldiers 
were witnesses. They stood with the straps 
and ropes with which they tied their vic- 
tim. The ceremony was performed by one 
of the Jesuit fathers, an honest, humane 
man, against whom not a Filipino can say 
a word. I had a moment’s private conver- 
sation with my husband, Then the soldiers 
fastened his arms, and went toward the 
Lunetta, the public square where the exe- 
cution took place. 

“Don’t you want to ride in a carriage?’ 

My husband’s eyes flashed, and he said: 
“No, I can walk to the place of my hon- 
orable death.”’ 


Guarded by soldiers and accompanied by 
priests, my husband walked silently to the 
Lunetta. It was about 7 in the morning. 
The sun was coming over the mountains 
where were sleeping thousands of insur- 
gente who would ‘avenge the act. I had told 
my husband I was going to witness the 
execution. There were thousands waiting 
to see the Infamy. Spanish ladies of so- 
ciety were there in their carriages, gossip- 
ing while they waited. All Manila was on 
hand. My husband was well Known, an 
educated man. His execution waa a gala 
affair. There were hundreds of soldiers 
drawn in lines that made a square. I de- 
sired to be close to*my husband, but the sol- 
diers ruthlessly shoved me back, 

With arms and legs pinioned my husband 
stood erect. He was firm, because he had 
nothing to fear when his God should pass 
judgment. He surveyedethe. company and 
then fixed his eyes upon the sun, shining 
for him for the last time. In aclear, steady 
voice, which I heard ata distance, the doc- 
tor said: 

“T pardon every one who has done ill to 
me.”’ 

The firing squad of five men was sta- 
tioned about to the rear. There 
was a solemn silence, which the lieutenant 
in command broke by calling out: ‘Rizal, 
where do you want to be shot?’ 

“Straight iy the heart,’ was the prompt 
and firm answer. 

“How can that be done?” 

“T will face the bullets.’’ 
“We cannot allow that.

*here was a moment of deathly silence. 
The command was given, there was a 
crackle of rifle shot, and the victim of one 
of the cruelest of Spanish conspiracies fell 
to the ground, mortally wounded. 

“Viva Espana!” cried the soidiers. I 
called out in my -exeitement: Viva Phil- 
ipinos! Death to Spain?” 

I demanded my husband's bedy. It was 
refused. I then and there swore by the 
same sun that my dear husband had looked 
at last that I would avenge the death of 
Dr. Rizal. 

With my revolver ami dagger I started 
for the rebel camp in Cavite Province. I 
walked by the Spanish guards. They did 
not seem to notice me. I walked, 20 miles 
into the country and was met by Gen. 
Aguinaldo and other leaders. They gave 
me a royal welcome. They joined with me 
in declaring that the death of Rizal shouid

and took part in several battles, Some of 
the time I had a Remington rifle, at other 
times I had a Mauser rifle captured from 
the Spaniards. Did I know how to use 
it? I had practiced shooting a good deal 
when with Dr. Rizal on Dapitan Island, 
and I am sure I used this knowledge to ad- 
vantage during those exciting days. I 
shot to kill, not ta spare.

Cholera 
carries off more natives than Spaniards, ex- 
cept when the latter tried to penetrate into 
the interior.

Philippines Are Lost. 


I believe the révolt In the Philippines is 
the most serious that Spain has had to 
deal with since the loss of Mexico. The 
Spanish people will be as completely as- 
similated by the natives as were the Por- 
tuguese at Goa. A more energetic race 
must take the islands..The Philtppines are 
waiting for civilization. 

So far as assistance in gaining freedom 
is concerned, the Philippines ate not nearly 
so badly off as Cuba, It is impossible for 
Spain to land and maintain for six months 
60,000 soldiers in Luzon, and an army of_ 
lees than that number would be useless. 

The Philippines are ga very valuable prop- 
erty. It is a pity that they are. so remote 
that people on this continent and in Europe 
know little ebout them, They would have 
been nearly lost sight of if the natives had 
not rebelled against the tyranny of Spain. 
They want to be ruled by an enlightened 
government, having the United States and 
Great Britain particularly in mind. 

The nation that gets possession of the 
Philippines will secure a rich prize. There 
are large tracts of rich lands. The mineral 
resources are apparently unlimitable. The 
natives are industrious, and with a fair 
government would Jabor to develop their re- 
sources. The climate is a drawback to 
emigration from Europe, but doubtless 
there would be any number of people willing 
to risk it. The rainy season usually lasts 
from May to October, with occasional intere 
vals of blistering sunshine. 

Facts About the Islands. 


There are thirty-one islands of consider- 
able size in the Philippine group. Their 
area exceeds that of Great Britain, Pine 
and jir trees are abundant. Large areas 
are suitable for wheat. There are 
eight ports open to.commerce, The princi- 
pal exports are hemp, sugar, rice, tobacco, 
cigars, coffee and cocoa. Previous to the 
rebellion the annurel value of the sugar out- 
put wae $30,000,000. Now it Is almost nfl. 

The pepulation of the islands is about 
8,000,000, of which more than 3,000,000 are in 
Luzon, the insurgent stronghold. Spain 
lost her chance with them in the Philip- 
pines as in Cuba. A few years ago it 
might have been arranged, Now there is 
no chaace of reconciliation. The Philip- 
ines, they are called, did not ask a 
great deal. They wanted representation 
in the Cortes; reform in the island and tax 
system of the islands; curtailment of the 
civil powers of the friars; recall of over- 
bearing Spanish officials in behalf of an 
honest and efficient government. Their de- 
mands were treated with contumely.

Manila, Philippine Islands, April 5. 

The unfortunate Spaniards in this city are 
literally "twixt the devil and the deep sea. 
They are prisoners. Back of them and on 
all sides of them tn the country are 20,000 
implacable insurgents, unconquered by re- 
peated rebuffs, awaiting an opportunity for 
vengeance. From the sea they will be men 
aced by Uncle Sam's warships from China 
when war is déciared. 

The horrible cruelties inflicted by Malay 
pirates upon their captives are traditional. 
The native population of the Philippines 
are Malays, and the Spaniards are well 
aware that a bombardment from the Amer- 
ican fleet will drive them into their hands. 
There are probably 60,000 insurgénts anx- 
ious to mse against the Spaniards. True, 
they are not well armed, having only 8000 
rifles or eo between them, but they have 
an aburidance of their own crude imple- 
ments of war—daggers, cutlasses, krisses, 
bows and arrows and weapons of that kind 
with which they can inflict terrible punish- 
ment on a foe. They have long knives 
which they use with the utmost proficiency 
and which are keen enough to cut @ man’s 
head off at a biow, 

These fierce natives are for the most 
part hidden away in the mountain fast- 
nesses. of Tuuzon, the chief island of the 
Philippine group. The most daring Span- 
{sh soldier would scarcely want to ven- 
ture there. Traps are set for him on 
every hand. The Spaniards would prob- 
ably meet the horrible fate of some of 
our own soldiers during the early stages 
of Indian warfare on the. Western fron- 
tier. So far as the Philippine natives 
have been able to get firearms, they have 
quickly learned their use, It is estimated 
that with ten thousand more rifles ‘and 
adequate ammunition they could soon 
gain their independence. The fifty thou- 
sand organized insurgents have back of 
them at least one million of-their own 
flesh and blood, able to bear arms and 
to assist them in any emergency. 


Brave Native Soldiers. 


These native soldiers display the high- 
est courage on the battlefield, as the 
Spaniards have found to their cost. But 
they are cruel as well as courageous, and 
combine savagery with their triumphs on 
the fleld. The heads of their victims are 
spiked as landmarks. In the matter of 
sheer barbarity these Malays have met 
and equaled the Spaniards at their own 
game. During the early part of the re- 
bellion the Malays could let no prisoner 
live. They could not support them if 
they did spare them; so all captives were 
slaughtered outright. The few that were 
liberated and allowed to find their wiy 
back to their people had both hands ¢ut 
off. 

Their justification is that years of misery 
and ill-treatment at the hands of the Span- 
iards forced these cruelties upon them. As 
described by the natives to me, the treat- 
ment to which they have been subjected 
makes the Cuban atrocities seem compara- 
tively mild. But the islands are so far away 
that civilized Europe never knew what was 
going on. The Spanish Governor and his 
eubordinates took care of that. It is a quea- 
tion whether or not the Spaniards at home 
knew that their kinsmen across the sea were 
repeating the horrors of the Inquisition. 


How the Trouble Began. 


The primary cause of the Philippine rebel- 
lion Was excessive taxation by Spain to 
raise money to carry on the war in Cuba. 
The islands were already overburdened 

rith assessments to enrich Spanish coffera 
and to support the native._poor. The addli- 
tional money required for Cuba wag tie 
last straw. 

As the natives had always been docile, 
the insurrection took the Spaniards lv gur- 
prise, They were unprepared for such a 
move. Troops sent to compel the payment 
of taxes were chased out of the niountains 
into the fortified towne, and there they have 
usually remained. Extreme cruelties began 
when Gen, Aguirre arrived from Spain with 
reinforcements. He did not undertake to 
penetrate the mountains; "but massacred 
the native population in the towns. When 
he took Santa Clara del Laguna he spared 
neither man, woman nor child. Every un- 
fortunate captive was butchered. The peo- 
ple in the moun@iins heard of this. They 
were almost wild with fury, but they were 
helpless. 

Aguirre reopened. the old Inquisitional 
prison at Manila, which had n® been used 
for many generations, and drove into it 
people who refused to pay their taxes. He 
crowded 18 people into one small, filthy 
compartment. Few prisoners who entered 
there saw the light of day again. 
suffering from loathsome fevers, 
huddled with the strong and healthy. 

Last summer, when cholera swept the !s- 
lands, they died like sheep, and the brutal 
guardians in charge ofthe prisons did all 
in their power to make death more awful. 
Fifty men at a time were kept for weeks 
in a small examination room, without a 
chance to go into the open air, or the 
slightest effort being@made to Clean the 
place. The situation was indescribable. The 
refuse of the prison never got outside the 
shadow of ite walls. Matters are as bad, 
if not worse, now than they were last sum- 
mer, but no notice is taken of it by the 
Spaniards. 

I have no wish to overdraw this terrible 
picture, or to overstate what has been told 
me by the people here, who have witnessed 
the suffering of the natives. It is difficult 
to get specific information about the prison, 
for no prisoner is permitted to leave it 
alive. One or two escapes have been report- 
ed, but I cannot find anybody who ever saw 
the men who escaped.

CANYON CITY, March 17.—Work, work, 
work! Nothing but work all the time, sled- 
ding our outfits up the trail. The weather 
has been bad, warm and thawing, which 
makes sledding hard and progress slow. 
And how hard! Over slush, stones and ice,

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many instances they are tender, which makes them practically

lt has taken us 12 days to make the nine 
miles from Dyea, so you see how slowly 
we move. On good ice 600 pounds is no 
load at all, but on the trail 300 pounds is a 


big load. We used our sled-sail and that 
was a “‘picnic;’” when we had 600 pounds 
on We had to riin to keep up. We were 
much complimented on our craft. My hands 
are s0 sore 1 can hardly hold a pen, and 
we all have a variety of bumps, bruises and 
biisters. The romance of the trip has worn 
oll tor many and they are selling out and 
Betting home as fast as they came. They 
look thoughtful for a few days, then sad, 
und the next one knows they have given it 
up as a bad job, 

We have had a fine time from the start; 
the steamer was nearly wrecked, then de- 
layed 19 days, an@ when we got to Skaguay 
they dumped us off on an open scow to pass 
the night in a 40-mile breeze, with the fher- 
mometer down to zero. We walked all 
night to keep warm and had nothing but 
air for meat and drink for % hours, after 
which we were turned:over to another set 
of sharks. 

Camping out ts first-rate; the tent warm 
and easily heated, and wood plentiful. We 
have got so we can cut tent poles by star- 
light, set up our tent in hkhif an hour and 
ket our Yukon stove into action. We al- 
ways camp near a clean snowdrift so that 
we can use the melted snow tnstead of 
Dyea River water, which is horrible, con- 
taining dead horses, dogs and the refusé 
of the trail, to which nature adds a suffi- 
clent supply of arsenic to bring it up to 
the Borgia standard as a beverage. ft is 
responsible for most of the sickness here. 
We carpet our tent with spruce brush and 
make a thick pile of boughs for a bed; this, 
covered with tarpaulins, etc., to keep out 
Soe damp, is as comfortable as a spring 
MEd, 

The charges of the teamsters here are 
enormous. They make from $40 to $60 a 
day with their teams. But when the can- 
yon runs out, which may happen after a 
few days’ thaw, thé packers will get their 
innings, for horses couid no longer be used 
and everything would have to be packed 
on men’s backs, at from 15 cents up to 
40 cents per pound, 

There are many comical things to be 
seen here—costumes, people and animals. 
There are oxen, goats, burros, mules, 
horses, dogs; everything on four legs that 
can pull a pound. And the dog chorus ‘at 
night is weird and not unmusical. It con- 
sists of about a thousand volces, all raised 
to a wail. It comes off every night and is 
full of local color. speekne of dogs, a 
team of six to fourteen matched dogs is a 
very pretty sight. They do dust as they 
are told and haul enormous loads—1500 or 
2000 pounds. 


SHEEP CAMP, March 2%.—Only three 
miles in eight days, but we are to try the 
summit next week, and that is where most 
people lose their supply of ‘“‘sand.”’ This 
is a place where orcer prevails, where ev- 
erv: man is honest, and property can be 
left miles from camp without fear of its 
being molested. The reason is probably to 
be found in the fact that there are thou- 
sands of Winchesters, revolvers and hunt- 
ing knives handy. Every one means busi- 
ness and puts up-with no nonsense, It is 
a gun or a rope for everyone caught rob- 


ng. 

You would be surprised to see the throngs 
here, men, women and children. Old men 
and old women pushing and pulling sleds. 
It is like going to a funeral to go through 
the canon, the crowd moves so slowly. The 
trail lg in a fearful] condition now. The 
work is frightfully hard, and people's eyes 
are sunken and they look nearly worn 
out. It was not ngarly so bad last year, 
as there were fewer people and the Canadian 
Government did not, as now, require each 
man to have 1100 pounds of solid food (tea, 
coffee, sugar, ete., not counted). Going 
over the summit will not be so hard, as 
there are steps cut in the snow, and a rope 
hand-rail, which are both kept in good con-:* 
dition. 

March 27—There is a marvelous sight to 
be witnessed here every day. It is the 
stream. of packers, with the »immense 
amount of goods they bring up Squaw 
Mountain to the Scales, the point at the 
foot of the steep climb to the gummit. 
There the crowds of people are congested 
at the top. of the pass! The summit ts s0 
crowded that it is hard to find space for 
one’s goods, and-almost impossible to move, 
even slowly. The crossing of the Alps by 
Hanibal is the only thing to be mentioned 
in comparison. I do not suppose such a 
sight was ever witnessed before in modern 
tinves or ever will be again, for such a mad 
rush into such a land of hardship, under 

such matural and legal disadvantages, 
could hardly happen again. 

Imagine am army larger than Hannibal's, 
strung out up a gulch 16 or 16 miles long, 
climbing over two cliffs, one 900 the other 
Gu feet high, and then the great marvel of 
all, their going up to the summit on a 
s.ant of 60 degrees, each man with a great 
pack strapped to his shoulders, a foot on 
every one of the ice steps, up, up, until it 
is only a black streak on the white moun- 
tain and which disappears over the tops, 
or perhaps a cloud. 

his is the worst place in the world to 
get information; there are almost as many 
rumors as there are people, and e can 
not learn the real truth about anything. 

April 3—We are all tied up here by bad 
weather, snow and biizzards, which makes 
it impossible to do any work on the summit, 
and time presses, too, for warm weather 
means bad roads and enowslides. 

There have been several feet of snow al- 
ready: I awoke early this morning with 
the consciousness that I ought to get up 
and scrape the snow off my tent, but before 
I got both eves fairly open, snap went one 
of my poles, leaving me to dress on my 
hands and knees. However, no harm was 
done and I havedt in shape again. 

There. is some -spinal meningitis here, 
caused by sitting on the ice, resting with 
one’s pack on one’s back, or by aeliding 
down from the summit (the usual way of 

etting down). This causes inflammation of 
he membrane poveres the spinal cord, 
and {s communicated from that to. the 
brain. In proportion to the number hero 
it is about as common as being struck by 
lightning. Pneumonia also occurs frequent- 
ly when people are careless about drying 
off after getting dripping wet, as they do. 
Resides these there is dilation of the heart 
(the heart literally breaking, the doctors 
say), caused by too hard work, carrying 
heavy loads, etc.

It 
was a foolish risk to take, camping at the 
Scales, the most exposed position on the 
route, but they were in haste and not will- 
ing to teke the four-mile trip back to the 
Camp at night. It is terrible. Four or five 
St. Louis boys were caught, but none were 
killed. One was badly hurt, but I believe 
he will pull through. wo had very narrow 
escapes, being found unconscious some 10 
feet under the snow. They are up and 
about now, having had goa 
supper, and a good night’s rest will fx 
them up ©. K. Those killed were apparent- 
ly suffocated by the snow. 

One of the boys, in describing his sensa- 
tions while buried, said he was packed in 
so tightly that he could move only his 
hands. He tried to dig his way out, but 
his breath came shorter and shorter and he 
lost consciousness. He said there was no 
unpleasant sensation at all, 

So far all the dead have 
except one young man, There were other 
casualties, tents crushed and outfits car- 
ried away. I trust all will be found wo 
were buried by the avalanche. 5. J. B.

Com- 
panies C, H. I, D, E, B, F, A i, and M 
following in the order named. Command- 
ing these companies respectively were 
Capts. Robbins, Rumsey, McDonnell, Holt- 
camp, Marquardt, Hall, Walsh, Bruegge- 
man, Lynn and Barstow. 

The latter two companies were without 
uniforms and are composed chiefly of the 
men of the late Naval Reservas.

SOLDIERS OF OTHER DAYS. 


Heroes, Past and Present, Marched 
Under the Stars and Stripes. 

With military precision’ the head of the 
parade swung into Wash'ngton avenue from 
Fifteenth street, the place of formation, 
promptly at 3 o'clock, the time appointed 
for the start, and tn 16 minutes more the 
last plece of Battery A was rumbling over 
the granite bringing up the rear. 

There was not a hitch or delay anywhere, 
and the entire body of marchers, 400 of 
whom are now civilians, followed instruc- 
tions reviously issued with the exact- 
ness of trained troops. 

Appreciation of this feature of the demon- 
stration was expressed among the crowds 
gathered in the cross streets to witness the 
start. 

A squad of police under Sergt. Walsh of 
the Central District cleared Fifteenth street 
from Pine to Washington avenue of ve- 
hicles at 2:30 o'clock, at which time the sev- 
eral divisions began to arrive, 

The Blue and Gray Soclety and Sons of 
Veterans were the only civil organizations 
asked to partake that did hot appear. 

The societies that did participate, the G. 
A. R., Loyal Legion and Confederate Vet- 
erans, lent an air of atability and expert- 
ence to the procession that fitted well with 
the martial dash of the militia tn service 
uniform and full war panoply. 

It was an appropriate combination, this 
jotning of the old and the new, the experi- 
enced and the inexperienced in the trials of 


war. 
In one division there were few but gray- 
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haired men. Some bore the scars of battle, 
and all were old in ways militant. 

In the other division were the young sol- 
diers, the hardy chap’ with bright eyes, 
elastic movements and athletic carriage, all 
anxious and even impatient to fight for the 
colors that flopped and swirled about them.

“ Leather-lunged enthusiasts proposed three 
cheers for this or that company, or the 
whole parade, in every biock, but there 
was no need for leaders in the display of 
patriotism among the spectators, 

They were all vigorously in sympathy 
with the cause for which the militiamen 
may fight, and the sight of the defenders 
was sufficient to raise every voice in appro- 
bation and praise, 

Americans may be undemonstrative as a 
nation, but St. Louisans were not yesterday. 

The line of march took the parade east on 
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Washington avenue from Fifteenth street to 
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the carriages, was assigned to the Grand 
Army of the Republic. With their com- 
mander, Gen. John W. Noble, at their 
head, they made a fine appearance. 

The uniform of the G. A. R. is not showy, 
but when a company of veterans form in 
columns of fours, arrayed in it, they look 
imposing.

After the 
wonderfully animated picture presented 
around City Hall square yesterday after- 
noon the First Regiment cannot say again 
that the city has no interest in her soldiers. 

Impressive is the word to describe the 
exercises at the east door of the City Hall. 
There had been no arrangements made with 
an eye to display and military pomp. Every- 
thing was simple in the extreme and impres- 
sive because of {its geincere simplicity. The 
platform on which stood the Mayor, city 
officials and members of the citizens’ com- 
mittee presenting the battle flags, was the 
scaffolding erected for workmen who have 
vet to complete the new City Hall. No bunt- 
ing waved over the platform. There was 
nothing to suggest a grandstand. It was 
business from the word go. 

Standing on the platform were Mayor 
Ziegenhein, Ex-Mayor Walbridge, Gen. 
James Lewis. vice-president of the Board 
of Police Commissioners, Capt. oe 
Kingsland and Dr. O. EB, Forster, Rabbi 
Leon Harrison, George H, ye Judge 
Rassieur, Clark Sampson, A. D, Brown, 
Rev. Dr. Niccolls, Gen. Shields, R. Gra- 
ham Frost, Daniel Ely, John 8. Wilkinson, 
Henry V. Lucas and Robert McCullough, 

Besides these gentlemen were a delega- 
tion of. ladies from Anna Wittenmeyer 
Tent No. 3, Daughters of Veterans. They 
were present to surprise the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, as well as the soldiers, by pre- 
senting the Ist Regiment with a wreath 
of beautiful flowers. The ladies came un- 
announced, quietly made known their in- 
tentions to Mr. Wilkinson, chairman of the 
committee, and their errand was never 
guessed until the color sergeant of the 
regiment was called and the wreath made 
fast to the golden eagle on top of his flag- 
staff ‘bv the silken cord of the golors. 

As the procession passed into Twelfth 
street from Chestnut street, the big crowd 
had its first idea of war. Nothing they 
had read in the papers conveyed to them 
as did the sight of armed troops, swinging 
in rhythm to the strains of martial music, 
the fact that glorious old Uncle Sam, for so 
many years the gentlest, kindest and most 
righteous being on carth, was at last angry 
and about to give a sample of scientific 
chastisement to the fnsolent. 

Within the moment the thought occurred 
that war was not a matter for jest. The 
strong, able-bodied men in the crowd must 
hiave felt ashamed of their civilian’s garb, 
and the placards they wore on the lapels 
of their coats. Some of the placards were 
a trifle profane. They read in huge letter- 
ing, ‘““‘Watch us knock hell out of Spain,” 
and still other lettering, printed upon strips 
of white silk ribbon, said: ‘‘Remember the 
Maine and to hell with Spain.”’

THE CROWD IN THE SQUARE. 


Over Twelve Thousand People Packed 
Around the City Hall. 

The crowd at the City Hall numbered Into 

the thousands. A man who Is used to siz- 


ing up great gatherings swept his eye over | 


the swaying, nervous, black mass just be- 
fore the troops rounded the corner into 
Twelfth street and said he'd stake his head 
against a copper cent that there were 12,000 
men, women and children packed in the 
square between Chestnut street @nd Clark 
avenue, If his estimation was incorrect 
the error was on the minus side. Twelve 
thousand souls is a meager estimate of the 
crowd that gathered to see a sight that has 
not been witnessed in St. Louis within 3 
years. There were 12,00 packed in_ the 
street, and hundreds more viewed the pres- 
entation ceremonies from the windows: of 
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When the crowd beheld the marching col- 
umns, containing perhaps a brother or son, 
and certainly a sweetheart or an intimate 
acquaintance, the jests became sickening. 
For once the thought occurred that some 


| time, when fhe First Regiment was lined up, 


the orderly might reply at roll call to many

Capt. Reynolds and his platoon of mounted 
police cleared the way for the procession 
and opened the space between the speakers’ 
Stand and the street. The bands took posl- 
tion to the right of the stand, the troops 
were halted on the sidewalk and the bat- 
tery remained in the middle of Twelfth 
street, with the Grand Army veterans, the 
ex-Confederates and the Legion of Honor 
forming a solid square tm the background.

upon to go, the hearts of the people of 
St. Louis went with them. 

Mr. Walbridge spoke as follows: 


Citizens, soldiers, I salute you! 

Something more than a hundred years ago, by the 
expenditure of much blood and treasure, the fathers 
founded this Government upon the principle that all 
owers of government are vested in the people. 
Inder the benign Influence of this principle, in 
little more than a century, this has become the 
chiefest of nations; and now this mighty people 
has reached the conclusion that duty does not 
stop with self-preservation; that our might and 
power shall be exercised to aid other peoples in 
obtaining the blessings which we enjoy. 

Through its Congress and Executive the nation 
has solemnly resolved that the people of Cuba are, 
and of right ought to be, free and independent. 

In response to the call of the President, you have 
offered your services to aid in the execution of 
this resolve. You will be part of the first Ameri- 
can Army of Intervention—intervention not for the 
purpose of extending the jurisdiction of our Gov- 
ernment, but for extending the jurisdiction of the 
principle upon which our Government fs founded. 

You will take with you the love and confidence 
of this community, and as a token of this, I am 
instructed by the Business Men's League, by Vet- 
erans of America and other citizens, to present to 
the Ist Regiment of Missouri Volunteers and Bat- 
a A, Light Artillery, each a United States battle 
ag. 

I need not comment upon this emblem of Liberty. 
It is known and revered of all men. I would, how- 
ever, remind you that but a few weeks ago this 
flag floated proudly over a noble battleship that 
now ilies broken and helpless at the bottom of Ha- 
vana Harbor. I would remind you that but a few 
weeks ago that flag was the rallying standard for 
266 American sailors, whose souls are now march- 
ing onm—tmarching on, not merely to plant the 
standard of liberty in Cuba; but to avenge the 
crime of the century. 

let this memory inspire you, and may the God 
of Battles be with you! 

“‘Let the Maine be your inspiration."’ 

The several cheers which had gone up 
from the crowd from time to time were, 
combined, not as mighty ae the cry which 
was uplifted when Mr. Walbridge handed 
the two large silken flags to the color ser- 
geants of infantry and artillery. 

The atheletic figure of the ex-Mayor was 
stooping over to meet the outggretched 
hands of the color sergeants as he con- 
cluded his remarks with a sentence that 
fairly electrified all.within ear shot. ‘‘Let 
the Maine be your’ inspiration,” he said, 
and the leader of the mammoth band was 
standing near enough to ‘hear. 

The leader was Owen Miller, and as the 
flags passed into possession of the regiment 
and battery, he raised a finger in a quick 
motion. It was a signal acted upon like 
a flash. The band, the next second, was 
filling the air with notes that never fail 
to inspire. It. played ‘‘Marching Through 
Georgtia,”” and when the last strains had 
died away the regimental band a short dis- 
tance away welded the throng with Tie 
“Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

The cheering could have been heard for 
blocks. 

Mr. Wilkinson then presented the regt- 
ment with the wreath made by the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans, and then abbi Leon 
Harrison formally accepted the battle flags 
on behalf of the regiment and battery. &r. 
Harrison said: 

Mr. Chairman, Veterans, Fellow-Citizens—This 
call upon me is as unexpected as it is welcome. 
I am to respond, Mr. Chairman, for our soldiers 
and to speak for the flag. But who needs speak for 
Old Glory? Our flag speaks for itself. It addresses 
us with an eloquence bevond words. It exhorts, 
appeals, inspires, enkindles. It has spoken on 
many a battlefield. It bas floated ever over brave 
and patriotic men. 
holy cause. 

Mr. Chairman, this flag would be but a palnted 


rag to soldier and citizen were it not a aymbol. | 


It stands for a common country, a common loyval- 
ty, one single heart and hand. It is a symbol that 


has the holiness of religion, for it emblems Iberty | 


and law and human rights; it has been baptized 
over and over In the red blood of martyred heroes:

SOLDIERS OF OTHER DAYS. 


Heroes, Past and Present, Marched 
‘Under the Stars and Stripes. 

With military precision’ the head of the 
parade swung into Washington avenue from 
Fifteenth street. the place of formation, 
promptly at 3 o'clock, the time appointed 
for the start, and tn 16 minutes more the 
last plece of Battery A was rumbling over 
the granite bringing up the rear. 

There was not a hitch or delay anywhere, 
and the entire body of marchers, 40 of 
whom are now civilians, followed instruc- 
tions reviously issued with the exact- 
ness of trained troops.

the street. Missouri’s sleeping pride in the 
National Guard had awakened. After the 
wonderfully animated picture presented 
around City Hall square yesterday after- 
noon the First Regiment cannot say again 
that the city has no interest in her soldiers. 

Impressive is the word to describe the 
exercises at the east door of the City Hall. 
There had been no arrangements made with 
an eye to display and military pomp. Every- 
thing was simple in the extreme and impres- 
sive because of {ts sincere simplicity. The 
platform on which stood the Mayor, city 
officials and members of the citizens’ com- 
mittee presenting the battle flags, was the 
scaffolding erected for workmen who have 
vet to complete the new City Hall. No bunt- 
ing waved over the platform. There was 
nothing to suggest a grandstand. It was 
business from the word go. 

Standing on the platform were ‘Mayor 
Ziegenhein, Ex-Mayor Walbridge, Gen. 
James Lewis. vice-president of the Board 
of Police Commissioners, Capt. . 
Kingsland and Dr. Ee. Forster, Rabbi 
Leon Harrison, George H, morgen, Judge 
Rassieur, Clark Sampson, A. . Brown, 
Rev. Dr. Niccolls, Gen. Shields, R. Gra- 
ham Frost, Daniel Ely, John 8. Wilkinson, 
Henry V. Lucas and Robert McCullough. 

Besides these gentlemen were a delega- 
tion of ladies from Anna Wittenmeyer 
Tent No.-3, Daughters of Veterans.

As the procession passed into Twelfth 
street from Chestnut street, the big crowd 
had its first idea of war. Nothing they 
had read in the papers conveyed to them 
as did the sight of armed troops, swinging 
in rhythm to the strains of martial music, 
the fact that glorious old Uncle Sam. for so 
many years the gentlest, kindest and most 
righteous being on carth, was at last angry 
and about to give a sample of scientific 
chastisement to the insolent. 

Within the moment the thought occurred 
that war was not a matter for jest. The 
strong, able-bodied men in the crowd must 
hiave felt ashamed of their civilian’s garb, 
and the placards they wore on the lapels 
of their coats. Some of the placards were 
a trifle profane. They read in huge letter- 
ing, ‘“‘Watch us knock hell out of Spain,” 
and still other lettering, printed upon strips 
of white silk ribbon, said: ‘*Remember the

The crowd at the City Hall numbered Into 
the thousands. A man who !s used to etl, 
ing up great gatherings swept his eye over | 
the swaying, nervous, black mass just be- 
fore the troops rounded the corner into 
Twelfth street and said he'd stake his head 
against a copper cent that there were 12,000 
men, women and children packed in,the 
square between Chestnut street @nd oe 
avenue, If his estimation was incorrect 
the error was on the minus side. Twelve 
thousand eouls is a meager estimate of the 
crowd that gathered to see a sight that has 
not n witnessed in St. Louls within 3% 
years. There were 12,00 packed in the 
street, and hundreds more viewed the pres-

When the crowd beheld the marching col- 
umns, containing perhaps a brother or son, 
and certainly a sweetheart or an intimate 
acquaintance, the jests became sickening. 
For once the thought eccurred that some 
time, when the First Regiment was lined up, 
the orderly might reply at roll call to many 
“abeent.’’ 

Capt. Reynolds and his platoon of mounted 
police cleared the way for the procession 
and opened the space between the speakers’ 
Stand and the street. The bands took peei- 
tion to the right of the stand, the troops 
were halted on the sidewalk and the bat- 
tery remained in the middle of Twelfth 
street, with the Grand Army veterans, the 
ex-Confederates and the Legion of -Honor 
forming a solid square tm the background.

entation ceremonies from the windows: of

Mr. Walbridge spoke as follows: 


Citizens, soldiers, I salute you! 

Something more than a hundred years ago, by the 
expenditure of much blood and treasure, the fathers 
founded this Government upon the principle that all 
wers of government are vested in the people. 
Jnder the benign Influence of this principle, in 
little more than a century, this has become the 
chiefest of nations; and now this mighty people 
has reached the conclusion that duty does not 
stop with self-preservation; that our might and 
power shall be exercised to aid other peoples in 
obtaining the blessings which we enjoy. 

Through its Congress and Executive the nation 
has solemnly resolved that the people of Cuba are, 
and of right ought to be, free and independent. 

In response to the call of the President,.you have 
offered your services to ald in the execution of 
this resolve. You will be part of the first Ameri- 
can Army of Intervention—intervention not for the 
purpose of extending the jurisdiction of our Gov- 
ernment, but for extending the jurisdiction of the 
principle upon which our Government ts founded. 

You will take with you the love and confidence 
of this community, and as a token of this, | am 
instructed by the Business Men's League, by Vet- 
erans of America and other citizens, to present to 
the Ist Regiment of Missouri Volunteers and Bat- 
4 A, Light Artillery, each a United States battle 
ag. 

I need. not comment upon this emblem of liberty. 
It is known and revered of all men. I would, how- 
ever, remind you that but a few weeks ago this 
flag floated proudly over a noble battleship that 
now iles broken and helpless at the bottom of Ha- 
vana Harbor. I would remind you that but a few 
weeks ago that flag was the rallying standard for 
266 American sailors, whose souls are now march- 
ing: on—marching on, not merely to plant the 
standard of liberty in Cuba; but to avenge the 
crime of the century. 

Let this memory inspire you, and may the God 
of Rattles be with you! 

“‘Let the Maine be your inspiration.”’ 

The several cheers which had gone up 
from the crowd from time to time were, 
combined, not as mighty ae the cry which 
was uplifted when Mr. Walbridge handed 
the two large silken flags to the color ser- 
geants of infantry and artillery. 

The atheletic figure of the ex-Mayor was 
stooping over to meet the outggretched 
hands of the color sergeants as he con- 
cluded his remarks with a sentence that 
fairly electrified all within ear shot. ‘‘Let 
the Maine be your inspiration,” he said, 
and the leader of the mammoth band was 
standing near enotigh to ‘hear. 

The leader was Owen Miller, and as the 
flags passed into possession of the regiment 
and battery, he raised a finger in a quick 
motion. It was a signal acted upon like 
a flash. The band, the next second, was 
filling the air with notes that never fail 
to inspire. It played ‘‘Marching Through 
Georgta,’” and when the last strains had 
died away the regimental band a short dis- 
tance away welded the throng with Te 
“Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

The cheering could have been heard for 
blocks. 

Mr. Wilkinson then presented the regt- 
ment with the wreath made by the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans, and then Rabbi Leon 
Harrison formally accepted the battle flags 
on behalf of the regiment and battery. &r. 
Harrison said: 

Mr. Chairman, Veterans, Fellow-Citizens—This 
call upon me is as unexpected as it is welcome. 
I am to respond, Mr. Chairman, for our soldiers 
and to speak for the flag. But who needs speak for 
Old Glory? Our flag speaks for itself. It addresses 
us with an eloquence beyond words. It exhorts, 
appeala, inspires, enkindles. It has spoken on 
many a battiefleld. It bas floated ever over brave 
and patriotic men. 
holy cause. 

Mr. Chairman, this flag wotld be but a painted 
rag to soldier and citizen were it not a symbol. 
It stazds for a common country, a common loyal- 
ty, one single heart and hand, It t« a symbol that 
has the holiness of religion, for it emblems Iberty 
and law and human rights; it has been baptized 
over and over In the red blood of martyred heroes: 
fom it our fathers have died, and, dying, have 
handed it down to us, thelr sons, to guard, to 
honor, to revere. 

The gallant men now under arms about to ‘ollow 
that flag are the flower of our connpunity; ther, the 
neville sons of the grand old State, now lay dewn 
their Implements Of toll and take up the musket 
and eword: they are ready to fight thetr country’s 
battles and if need me die for their conntry. 
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‘hese young men, with all life beckoning to them | 


with rosy jove, are deliberately taking their Nfe 
in their hands ready. if need be, to offer them. 
selves as a sacrifice on the altar of their country. 

And, living or dying, your flag, given from your 
generous hearts, © citizens of St. Louls, shall float 
over them. When fhe 
clears away it shall be seen: where the danger i« 
greatest its colors shall lead the way. With al} 
bitter memories buried of North and Gouth, bine 
and gray, we eball eee {no our flac simply one com 
mon country, one Single patriotiem and one great 
and holy cause. We remmehber for inepiration al'ke 
Grant, Sherman and Lee and Stonewall Jackson. 
All their sone are ours now. All unsheath the sword 
for the grand old flag.

Everybody Is Expected to Snap at the 
New Bonds as Soon as They 
Are Marketed.

NEW YORK, April 30.—The stock market 
this morning showed itself indifferent to 
the lead set by the London market. Not 
only were materially lower prices estab- 
lished for American stocks there, but for- 
eign houses were sellers of stocks in this 
market to a considerable extent. Notwith- 
standing these usually effective circum- 
stances, the local market was strong. 

First prices showed fractional recessions 
in response to the London tendency, but 
from the opening the market showed a 
very firm undertone: The conviction seemed 
to be general that the war with Spain 
would be conducted to an early and suc- 
cessful conclusion, and it was again the 
case that expectations of a decisive vic- 
tory over the Spanish fleet at the Philip- 
pine Islands encouraged the traders to take 
the long side of the market. 

There was a moderate increase in com- 
mission ‘house business reported, the 
greater outside interest in the market be- 
ing also attributed altogether to the belief 
in an early conclusion of hostilities, Suge.r 
trading was the conspicuous feature of/ the 
market in respect of both strength, and 
activity. There were also large trangictions 
in the granger shares, the NortherrY Pacific, 
Union Pacitic preferred and Apacrican To- 
bacco.

cent to 4% of 1 per cent.

The banks now have outstanding motes to 
the amount of about $2%,000,000. Te total 
capital of the national banks is $630,000,000, 
and they can take out circulation to the ex- 
tent of their capital, The high prices which 
have prevailed for Governmen: bonds and 
the very low interest rates of .the past few 
ee have made the process unprofitable, 
ut with a change in these conditions it is

Local contract stocks of wheat are nearly 
six times as large as they were a year ago 
and with the continuation of the war and 
the consequent restrictions on commerce 
there promises to be a heavy falling off in 
the export demand, and after the contracts 
for May wheat are all filled a heavy decline 
in cash wheat prices may be expected, as 
much of the buying of cash wheat of late 
has been for delivery on May contracts, 


As the season advances the improvement 
in the winter wheat condition becomes more 
' marked, and the most wonderful changes 

have been in the sections which at the be- 
| ginning of the season promised a partial or 

complete failure, 

With the exception of California, every 
State which at the beginning of the season 
| promised an average crop or better now 
. reports indications of a better yield than 
expected, and all report a largely increased 
acreage. . 

Reports from Ohio, which is one of the 
leading winter wheat States, show that the 
crop will be fully up to, if not above the 
average, while a few months ago it was 
claimed that there would not be half a crop. 
Indiana promises to harvest an mresnes 
crop. Illinois now expects her crop to ve 
nearly up to the average, while a short 
time ago one-third of a crop was all that 
was counted on, and even grand old Mis- 
sour! now promises to harvest more than 
an average crop, while a few months ago 
the croakers were predicting that there 
would not be enough wheat for seed. 

The ctop in California will probably be 
short. but almost perfect conditions pre- 
vail in Washington and Oregon, and with 
the largely increased acreage on the Pa- 
cific slope, there are indications that the 
surplus in these States will more than 
make up. for the deficiency in California. 


The market In corn continues remarkably 
strong, although prices fluctuate to some 
extent in sympathy with wheat. The for- 
elen demand continues excellent, the do- 
mestic demand unusually good and stocks 
are decreasing rapidly. The cash demand is 
active. and offerings comparatively ‘light. 
Rece pts at primary markets are running 
much amaller than the shipments from 
these points., and cash prices have been 
steadily advancing. There is a fair amount 
of speculation and the outlook ts decidedly 
encouraging.

civil war that the business of providing : , one 
nurses will be given as careful and system- 
atic attention as the calling out of volun- 
teers. 

The nursing will not devolve upon moth- 
ers, sisters, wives and sweethearts, as it 
did then. At that: time there were no 
schoois fer nurses as how. The women of 
to-day will have to intrust their loved ones 
who fall on the field of battle to the sci- 
entific care of women unknown to them, but 
whose knowledge of surgery and medicine 
will make their dear ones fare better than 
in their own hands. : 

The trained nurses of 8t. Louls hold 
themselves in readiness to respond should 
they be called upon. Many have already 
volunteered and were disappointed when 
told their services are not needed. Some 
volunteered because they felt it their duty 
to do so, others because they thought it 
the opportunity of a lifetime to travel and 
see the country and others because of its 
being an act of heroism. 

Two young women of the Female Hospital 
are anxious to go and have yolunteered. 
They are Miss Bessie Bannister and Miss 
Agnes V. McClure. Both have seen a great 
deal of hospital service. Miss Bannister, in 
speaking of women being accepted, said: 

‘In times of suffering men cannot wait 
upon sick men and console them as women 
can. I belleve if we have war women will 
be of greater service as nurses. They are 
more efficient and generally men prefer 
them. I think only trained nurses should 
be accepted and only those actuated by un- 
selfish motives should enter war service. If 
the women who have sons and brothers in 
this war knew they would be cared for by 
kind, gentle women, when wounded and 
sick, many hearts would be lighter. 

“Of course there are many dangers to be 
encountered, but these are things a nurse 
must encounter courageously. I will go 
when called upon, no matter whether I am 
one of thousands, or the only one. I feel it 
my dutv and I shall not shirk it. 

Miss Bannister is from i anieeien. Mies 
McClure from Arkansas. 

The murses at the City Hospital have not 
volunteered, but all are willing to serve if 
needed. ‘Those at the Woman’s Hospital, 
have volunteered. ‘These are Miss Estel 
Seiser, Miss Eve Ross, Miss Anna Buckle, 
Miss .Atchison, the superintendent, Miss 
Nellie Peeler, Miss Blanch McIntyre and 
Mrs. Kliliefer. 

Miss Seiser spoke for the others when 

she said: 
“Tam willing to oO and I know the others 
are, But personally I do not look at the 
matter as most people do. I do not believe 
we will have any more dangers to encounter 
as nurses in military hospitals than here. 
I will not go because I feel it is an act 
of heroism or patriotism, but because I 
think it will be an opportunity in a lifetime 
to gain experience. Then look at the oppor- 
tunities we have to travel and see the 
country. 

“TI feel about going on this mission as I 
would about going to any hospital, and I 
think most of our nurses feel the same 
way. We view the thing from a practical 
standpoint, and are not led astray with wild 
enthusiasm.’ 

Mrs. B. B. Andrews of 4555 Delmar boule- 
vard applied for admission as nurse. Mrs. 
Andrews is of the same opinion as Miss 
Bannister, and the fact that she has rela- 
tives who are likely to be with the army 
is an additional motive. Mrs. Andrews is a 
trained nurse, and believes that without 
the services of the trained female nurse 
there will be much suffering. She said: 

“T think all the men who go should go to 
fight, and leave the nursing to the women.’ 

Miss Annie FE. Buckley is another young 
woman who has volunteered. She is nota 
trained nurse, but is willing to do what she 
can towards helping in the hospitals: 

Dr. Pesold, in discussing the serviceability 

of women as nurses, said: 
‘We have ne authority to take women 
nurses. What service could they be on the 
battlefield? Only able-bodied men who can 
defend themselves and can stand fatigue 
could ‘he of use. If the war assumes any 
roportions and military hospitals are estab- 
listed, then we will need the services of the 
female nurses. Women could not go into 
a battle and care for the wounded. Only 
physicians and their assistants are neces- 
sary to be taken now.’ 

The Mayor turns over to Dr. Pesold all the} * 
women volunteers who apply to him, but he 
has so far been unable to give them encour- 
agement,

The Terrible Lacer- 
‘ations Suffered by 
# Soldiers Thirty-five 
Years Ago Will Be 
8 Unknown During 
3 the War with Spain. 
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N proportion to-the number of soldiers 
who are wounded the death rate will be 
60 per cent less in the war with Spain 

than in the civil war. 

It has been supposed that on account of 
the great improvement in death-deuling ap- 
Ppliiances, the mortality would be far 
&reater., Rapid fire guns will cause a great 
many more to fall, but unless they are 
killed instantly there will be good pros- 
pects for them to live to fight another day. 

This miracle of life saving is to be per- 
formed by modern surge ry, other names far 
Which are scientific surgery and aseptic sur 
gery. 

Since the civil war the old surgery has 
died and the new surgery has been born. 
The old surgery as often as not completed 
the work which the enemy’s bullet had be- 
gun. The new surgery is the ally of Life. 
It robs Death of its prey. Discussing the 
surgical phase of the war, Dr. Carl Pesold, 
Assistant Surgeon of the First Regiment, 
explained for the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
readers the great difference between the 
oid and new method. 

The bullets to be used in this war are 
smaller, and their {increased rate of speed 
causes them tc do less damage. There will 
not be the same terrible tearing of flesh in 
bullet wounds as when minie balls were 
used. 

The invention of the Murphy button for 
use in intestinal gunshot wounds makes 
their healing comparatively easy. At the 
time of the late war laparotomy was un- 
known and a wound in the abdomen was 
almost sure to be fatal.

Absorbent cotton, hypodermic syringes,

treme ends of this panel are two figures, 


one representing ‘*Night,’’ the other ‘“‘Morn- 
ing.’’ 

The most beautiful figure in the collec- 
tlon is “Victory.” Two of these superb 
figures will surmount the pediment over 
the entrance to the Fine Arts Palace. Vic- 
tory represents a young woman in walk- 
ing posture. Her tall and slender figure is 
draped in classical Grecian*garb, with both 
the beautiful arms at rest. In each hand is 
held a large sacred palm leaf. While the 
figure of “Victory” is usually invested 
with wings, Mr. Bringhurst has made a 
departure by omitting them. The omission 
does not impair the grace of the work. 

Mr. Bringhurst intended to represent in 
this figure of ‘“‘Victory’”’ something out of 
the conventional and he succeeded so well 
that he has been urged to make a single 
figure for the annual Art Exposition to be 
held at the St. Louis Exposition Building 
this fall. 

Another beautiful thing {1s a group of 
three, called ‘“‘Music.”’ In the center ig an 
angel holding a lyre, while on either side 
& small boy holds a musical instrument of 
antique design. 

At the side of “Music” will be seen 
“Primitive Music.” This is a group of 
three musicians, A boy, sitting at the feet 
of two female lyrists, is playing a lute, 
In the foreground is the Nght and grace- 
ful figure of- a woman, dancing to the 
music of the pipe and the two lyres. 

“Art” is the most beautiful group of the 
collection. 
by a beautiful woman seated on a pedestal, 
before a painting held by two Grecian 
maidens.

This arch is 110 feet high and spans the 
Pe. ec: ace to the Exposition grounds, 


On each corner of the arch will be a huge 
eagle, measuring 12 feet from tip to tip. It 
is protecting two boys who are standing 
beneath the white wings of the eagle point- 


ing with one hand at a sh’eld, the beautiful 
emooth eurface of which is not marred by 
@ line. This shield is surrounded by a wreath 
of oak and olive. 


Three carfoads of symbofic 
figures, angels and babies wilf 
decorate the great buildings. 


Over each of the eight boys on the arch 
will float an American flag. 

This superb group symbolizes the ‘‘Honor 
and Protection of the States.” 

Running around from either side of this 
immense ‘arch is an exedra, which -termi- 
nates in a pedestal 30 feet square, This 
pedestal is surmounted by a group of four 
figures, back to back, kneeling and holding 
aloft a large torch.

The process of sculpturing these things 
is very Interesting. Ti first step is to 
model in clay or wax a figure one-third the 
size of the one to be made, 

The sculptor then sets up an iron or 
wooden skeleton over which modeling clay 
is laid and molded into shape with the help 
of wood, bone and copper tools. 

The clay must be kept moist, so 
can be worked easily. This is done by 
epraying water on it from a small rubber 
+'ringe, 

i? the skeleton were not made the clay 
would be liable to collapse and spoil the 
work of days or perhaps weeks, 

When the sculptor is not working on It, 
the figure its wrapped in damp cloths to 
keep it moist, 

piece-mold is formed by applying wet 
plaster of partie over the clay statue so 
that it ean be removed piecemeal from the 
model when dry. When this is done it is 


fastened together again with plaster of 
paris. 

When more than one copy Is to be made, 
gelatine molds are made. 

In making these the gelatine is heated 
and while in a molten state js poured inte 
& space between the clay model and a 
plaster of paris cast. 

The space required between the model and 
cast is obtained by a layer of paper over 
the model, which is first painted to avoid 
adhesion. <A layer of clay, one-half inch 
thick, Is then put on the paper. It is then 
ready fora thin plaster of paris coating. 

After the plaster dries, it is removed and 
the clay and paper are taken out. The plas- 
ter cast is then put back over the clay model 
and air holes are made in the plaster, 40 
that the sculptor can tell when there is 
enough gelatine In the mold. Two large 
holes are left. ‘Through these the hot gela- 
tine is poured into the mold, 

Bas-reliefs are made on a background of 
slate. The figure is outlined on the slate 
and clay is thrown on. When sufficient 
has been thrown on, the sculptor begin to 
model the clay with his. fingers, When the 
clay begins to assume the shape desired, 
tools are brought into use. These tools are 
very much alike and much amaller than 
he initiated would imagine,

‘The tinishing touches are usually put on 
the plaster, although sometimes the clay is 
finished and then when the plaster t# Pre- 
moved the figure ig ready for shipment.

These are packed in separate boxes in the 
same manner as the bodies and heads.

At one time he 
was scheduled to speak in the old State 
House on one of his favorite political topics, 
It happened that his arguments were not 
popular at that t'me and only a handful 
of listeners appeared at the appoimted hour.

IHle speaks in a fascinating, 
off-hand manner of the Black Hawk war, 
of the contest for the legislative seat when 
Vandalia, Peoria and Iliiopolis contested for 
the honor, and-of abolition days, with the 
resulting crisis, 

He had known every Governor of Tllinois 
from Gov, Bond on, at first as a child, but 
later as a friend and associate. During the 
civil war he accepted contracts for the 
munufacture of amnwunition and acquired a 
considerable fortune, which he ultimately 


But, after all, the most interesting por- 
tions of his reminiacences- relate to Kaa- 
kask'a. To hear him tell of the quaint old 
fown, W.th Its beautiful river and its atate- 
iy hill, ic to acquire a new reverence for the 
age and dignity of Illinois... For the key 
to the great, wild, middie West, for more 
than @ century, was this same Kaskaskia. 

But Kaskaskia is almost gone now. The 
encroachments of the river have been 
steady and sure, and perhaps some day the 
last material jink that binds the present to 
its past willl crumble and slip into the 
stream.

There are all kinds of bhables too, — 
and crying, clean babies and dirty ! 
some in smart clothes and in gowns 
less proper but more picturesque, bu? all 
very interesting in the artist’s eye. Miss 
Cornelia Maury has succeeced in making 
them interesting to other people, who might 
never have known there were any babies in 
Carondelet,-had they not been made famous 
by her pencil and brush, 

Miss Maury lives in a house set on a hill 
and in a little attic room has set up a 
studio where she works industriously turn- 
tng life into art. From the windows of this 
little studio one can see the cornfields of 
Cahokia across the river and far down 
the gray Mississippi 15 miles or more. The 
grounds around the house, a city square in 
extent, are a tangle of narcissuses and lilac 
bushes and pear and peach trees in blossom, 

The place is the more attractive for being 
not too well kept. Nature is allowed to havea 
her own way in several spots. Her way- 
wardness is not corrected and many of her 
extravagances are permitted to go without 
rebuke. 

The house was not built. It grew. The 
beginning of it was a stone house nearly a 
century old, with wide window sills and 
fireplaces. To this have been added from 
time to time more modern improvements, 
until just a comfortable, pleasant, homey 
place where an artist can loaf and inviie 
her soul to her heart's content. 
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“Rabies were not my first love,” said Miss 
Maury. “I tried my hand at properer sub- 
jects—well-behaved persons, nice, tidy land- 
interiors, and a lot of other things 
which were said to be fit subjects for art. 
I liked what I was taught to like, and tried 
conscientiously to imitate the subjects and 
wavs of the artists of fame. 

“But it was not inspiring. What's the 
use of going away from hoeene for inspira- 
tion? enough of it.in Carondelet. 
Come down and live and you'll find 
out for yourself. It’s much better than the 
West End. Everybody’s poor in Carondelet 
—Vide Poche, they used to call it. Every- 
hody’s pbor, but nobody cares, as far as I 
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‘You see old French women In calico sun- 
bonnets on their way to early mass. You 
hear now and then on the street corner the 
soft patois of primitive inhabitants or those 
have been left over from the 
g001 old times, and *habies—a lot of them. 
They are numerous. The dogs outnumber 
them, but still the babies are numerous. 

“As ©, they are good models 
when one manages right. Usually I make 
the in their own homes, where 
mothers take a lively interest-in the work 
and keep them amused while I catch their 
little try 

“T never meet with a refusal. That’s the 
advantage of living in Carondelet. There 
people are natural and simple. They haven't 
been reduced to artificiality. 

“When I began I had some trouble, until 
it Was understood what I wanted. Mothers 
would dress up the babies in tight little 25 
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cent shoes and tmpossibie proper little 

gowns. I caught sight of one small boy 

with beautiful tousled hair and made a bar- 

gain with him to ‘take his picture.’ 
‘**Come just as you are,’ I said. 
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‘‘He came dressed up in his very choicest 
and best, and his hair was cut so properly. 
He was spoiled for that occasion but after- 
ward we became fast friends. 

‘He had quit,being a baby and hadn't 
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quite made up his mind to be a small boy— 
an interesting time of life. Now he's forever 
lost to me. 

“Usually the child must be amused, and 
so I must go to them. But there are a few

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whom I can manage alone. _They sit up 
in the studio and look around while I work 
and don’t make any trouble. But one and 
all are afraid to be left alone. If I leave 
the room I must take them with me. They 
seem to be afraid of the house, which is 
bigger than they are accustomed to. 

“When they get a little older, however, 
their conscience comes in, and they are the 
most loyal little ones in the world. 

“The other day a small boy came by ap- 
pointment while I was in the dining room 
at luncheon. He climbed the stairs and 
waited for what I suppose he thought a 
reasonable time and then went away. I 
found it out afterward and told him he 
must look for me when I wasn't in the 
studio. But he said he didn’t like to go 
through the house. He was afraid. He 
was used to the studio and the way to it, 


but the rest of the house was beyond hie 
courage, 


No, all my bables are 
Americans. They are just as picturesqua, 
Some are of Irish parertite who are pretty 
well Americanized. We understand each 
Other. There are a few idhemians with 
picturesque babies, but Americans are good 
enough for me all times, :

OHN PARKER never wore a hat. 

is in his 88th year. For more than 

two-thirds of his life he has gone 

barefooted. He hada picture taken three 

‘years ago in his bare feet. It was the first 
photograph he ever had made. 

Mr. Parker is the father of e!ght children 
of whom seven are living. He is a farmer 
and is worth $140,000. 

He resides at the village of Honey Creek, 
in the southern part of Crawford County, 
Ill His younger brother, James Parker, 
lives somewhere in Missouri. 

“I was born in Knox County, O., Oct. 
16, 1810," said Mr. Parker. ‘‘My father was 
Samuel Parker of Hardin County, Ky., who 
went to Ohio in 1808. My mother was Sarah 
Newman, an Englishwoman.- They were 
married in Virginia. 

‘In 1816 my parents left Ohio and moved 
-to Fort Allison—in what now Illinois— 
on the west bank of the Wabash River. 
My father had become acquainted with the 
country while a soldier in the war of 1812, 
and pre-empted a claim, although he never 
obtained a patent from the Government. 

“He finally settled within a mile and a 
half of where the town of Flat Rock now 
is. The nearest neighbor was twelve miles 
away. The woods were full of Indians.

On the face of the medal is the following 
inscription: 

‘Presented to George S. Stratton by the 
Second Baptist Church Sunday-school for 
constant attendance during 10 = years, 
Christmas, 1894.’’ 

Seven others wear these medals, but none 
of them have been attendants at the school 
14 years.

LD GERONIMO, chiefKof the Apaches, 
is the mest noted Ind}an of the wild 
tribes of North América, He oJ

His eyes are keen, piercing and cruel. His 
feet are very large. 
When at the post, Old Geronimo 
monte, a game of cards liked very much 
by the Indians, but whenever he can get 
permission: to leave the reservation, his 
time is spent in hunting, of which he is still 
very fond. 

Geronimo ‘was with Victoria in the Indian 

uprising in 1882, when 600 Apaches were led 

by her against the whites, who had settled 
in Arizona and bordering States. 

They were pursued by Lewis Terasraz 

with a regiment Mexican soldiers. Vie- 

toria Was captured and beheaded and more 


In 1884 Gen. George Crook was detailed 
by the Government to capture this band. 
After two years of unsuccessful pursuit 
Gen. Crook resigned and Gen. Miles was 
given command of the troops tn pursuit. 

March 25, 1896, Gen, Miles captured Geron- 
imo and his band. Terms were made + 
whereby they wee to remain on the reser- 
vation at Ft. Bowte. Four days later the 
Chief and his band escaped and began 
further depredations on the whites. 

Capt. Laughton was sent In pureult, and 
the band was again captured.

About the middle of the session the Board 
of Health, at the instance of Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff, adopted a _ resolution 
calling attention to the very great death 
rate from the disease and strongly urging 
action on the ordinance. 

At the ensuing Ccunc!] meeting the reso- 
lution was read. None of the Councilmen 
listened to it.

As this will not have the force of law, 
it will not be altogether complied with.

Kissing is Cangerous.’ 
Dr. George Cornet of the Berlin Hygienic 

Institute in a recent article on the subject 


stated that more than one-seventh of the 


ol 


mortality of Europe was caused by this aw- 
ful disease. Dr. Cornet has taken the little 
life-destroying germ, magnified his body, 
dissected him and showed him up to the 
world as the disastrous bacillus that he {Is. 
The doctor says the length of the bacillus 
varies from one twenty-thousandth to one 
ten-thousandth of an inch, and that his 
breadth is about one-sixth of his length. 

Interesting experiments have been tmade 
by Dr. Cornet with the dust of rooms in- 
habited by consumptives. Dust, collected 
from those surfaces not likely to be con- 
taminated directly by the spitting or couch- 
ing of the patient, was mixed with steriliz d 
bouillon and injected into the peritoneal 
‘avity of guinea pigs. Forty glays later 
the animals were killed, and a careful 
necropsy was made. Twenty-one hospital 
wards, in which there were consumptive 
patients, were exam ‘ned in this way, and 
from the dust of fifteen of them tubercu- 
losis was set up in the guinea pigs expert- 
mented upon. Private houses where con- 
sumptives lived gave similar results; where 
patients had been in the habit of expector- 
ating on the floor, the dust from the walls 
was certain to yle!d infectious cultures, but 
where cloths or spittoons had been used this 
was not the case. 

Dr. Homan in his last year as Health 
Commissioner devoted mutch attention to 
the subject and in his last report recom- 
mended suitable legislation. 

Last year the New York Board of Health 
adopted a resolution providing for the rig'd 
isolation of cases of consumption. In that 
city the resolution of the Board has the 
force of law. The St. Louis board went on 
record in a resolution two years sooner 
than the New York board, but lacked the 
power to put Into effect its views of what 
was necessary.

RUITS are classed under the head of 
organic non-nitrogenous foods. Our 
3 markets are commencing to teem 
with them in great amounts.

A well-grounded knowledge of fruits 
should be had by those purchasing them. 

A knowledge of the various fermentative 
and putrefactive changes which take place 
in frults are caused principally by the 
growth in them of Microscopic forms of 
plant life, known by the general name of 
The common mildew 
found on fruits Is due to the transforming 
power of these invisible agents. 

Like other forms of life, micro organisms 
by their growth give rise to various prod- 
ucts, which may be either harmless or 
harmful, Of the latter may be mentioned 
noxious gasés which pollute the air and 
poisonous substances which render: fruits 
unwholesome. 


It should be remembered that four-fifths 
of our gastro-intestinal diseases originate 
directly or indirectly from the ingestion 
of improper fruits. Especially is this found 
to be true tn children. 

The moderate use of ripe frults tn sea- 
son is of marked benefit. 

Unripe frults contain starch, which !s con- 
verted into eugar during the process of 
ripening. 

Overripe fruits contain carbonic aci4 and 
alcohgl, which are produced by the putre-

: Dragged from his pulpit to a cell in the 
; dismal Four Courts holdover, with an un- 
expired penitentiary sentence confronting 
'thim, is the latest chapter in the eventful 
lHife story of Rev. Willlam Weatherford 
lof Maries County, this State, a minister of 
‘the Christian Church. 
' Rev. Weathefford is said to be a fugi- 
‘tive from the Kentucky Penitentiary. He 
eadmits having been in the prison to which 
ho is being returned, but by a strange com- 
bination of circumstances he doesn’t con- 
| pider himself a fugitive. 
| The story of the reverend prisoner, as 
related by himself in the holdover § last 
night, forms a page more interesting than 
fiction. 

Interwoven in the thrilling recital] is an 
example of the far-reaching power of po- 
litical jobbery. 

Like. most men who talk from behind 
‘holdover rs, ev. Weatherford pro- 
iclaims himeseif innocent. 

Interest in this dramatic case is height- 
ened by the fact that ten years have elapsed 
eince the commission of the crime that was 
fastened upon the preacher. : 

\. He wae convicted of larceny, the steal- 
ing of $1000 in cash from the pockets of a 
ken man. 

EAT os years ago,”’ said Rev. Weatherford, 
“Il Was a prosperous and happy citizen of 
Salem, Ky., the pastor-of a well organized 
church, and I also owned a grocery store. 

“It was on election day ten years ago 
that a man by the name of John Tyner 
walked Into my grocery store and prompted 
by a drunken fancy asked me to weigh 
his overcoat. He said it was the best coat 
in lem and he wanted to know how much 
it weighed. I did as he requested. 

“Shortly afterward he discovered that he 
had lost $1000 which he oarried in his over- 

moat pocket. 

“IT was accused of the theft, 
‘three trials I was sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary. I was trusted by the 

rigon officials and practically given my 
Sine y. 

had been tn the penitentiary about six 
months when I was informed by the au- 
,thorities that if I quietiy went away there 
~would be no aitempt to capture me. I did 
mot take kindly to the idea at first, pre- 
ferring to have a pardon. ‘Better not suf- 
fer such delay,’ I was told. Of course I 
chafed under the restraint, such as it was, 
and but little persuasion was needed to 
cause me to lenve.

authorities, were aware of my whereabouts, 
still not a hand was raised against me then, 
and I jwas ermitted to establish a home 
in my’ new docation. I even corresponded 
with Tyner, the prosecuting witness, and he 
gave me asurance that he had ceased to 
believe me gullty. 

“But there came a turn in the tide of my 
happiness. My eldest son, who lives at 
Mayfield, Ky., was elected a member of the 
Legislature from his county. .I was proud 
of the boy, and gioried in his achievements, 
little dreaming how it would rebound to my 
sorrow. 

‘My son was making a good record in 
the Legislature when certain political 
tricksters sought his influence for the en- 
actment of a measure which his_ con- 
science did not permit him to support. 
Failing in attempts to bribe him with 
money, these unscrupulous _ tricksters 
threatened to have me returned to the 
penitentiary to serve my unexpired term 
unless he joined their forces. 

“Still my son would not yield, and then 
for revenge upon him the weaving of the 
plot against me was begun. There is a 
formal standing reward .in Kentucky of 
$50 for the capture of fugitives from the 
penitentiary, and this fact was communi- 
cated to Sheriff Wyrick of Pulaski Coun- 
ty, this State, to whom I was well known. 
After several weeks of parleying I was 
taken into custody, and here I am now. 

“IT think I will be pardoned as soon as I 
get back to eld Kentucky. There are too 
many people who know I am innocent, and 
are will certainly be an uprising in my 

avor.”’ 

Sheriff Wyrick arrived in St. Louts with 
his prisoner Saturday morning and is wait- 
ing here for the arrival of officers from 
Kentucky. 

“I have had so much expense already,” 
said the Sheriff, ‘‘that there’ll be nothing 
left of my $50 reward if I take the prisoner 
on to Kentucky, so I am holding him here 
and {if the Kentucky authorities want him, 


let them come after him.” 


THREE FIRES IN. ONE HOUSE 


Mysterious Blaze on West Morgan Be- 
ing Investigated. 


Officer Findley of the Seventh District 
has been detailed to watch the 12-room 
apartment house, 3728 West Morgan street, 
and to further investigate the mysterious 
fire there last night. supposed to be of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The officer discovered the house ablaze 
at 8:45 p. m., and a little later Assistant 
Chief Busch of the Fire Department located 
flames in thre@ different places on the 
second and third floors. 

There was a lot of rubbish burning on 
the stairway leading from the second floor 
hall to the mansard. The firemen fought 
through this, extinguishing it as they went 
with a chemical engine hose. They found 
the upper floor dense with smoke. They 
managed to raise windows and s:multane- 
ously it seemed the place lit up with flames, 
shooting from the closet’ in the north side 
of the room. 

The flames there had eaten through to the 
roof. By this time two hose lines were 
ready and as many streams played on the 


re. 

About that time Fireman Meahan § de- 
tected a cracking sound in an adjoining 
room. It came from the vicinity of a 
closet and when the door was opened 
flames issued forth. 

The lack of draft accounted for the slow 
progress of the flames, and they were Soon 
extinguished. 

‘There was no one in the house and no- 
body about who could throw any light on 
the mystery. Neighbors told the officer 
that the property was owned by Mr. John 
Ganzy, a stockholder in the S8t. Louis 
Shoe Co., who lives in his countr 
**‘Cook’s Farm,”’ on the Suburban jlroad. 

On March 17 last Mr. Ganzy had moved 
several rooms full of furniture into’ the 
place, in‘the lower flat. Though it was in 
great disorder, a dres:er being in the front 
hall and dining room furniture in the par- 
lor, it was said Mr. Ganzy and his wife 
had spent several days and nights there. 
The upper flat, which had been occupied by 
Mr. F. Kundry, a musician, who was with 
the iate Patrick Gilmore, had been va- 
cated during the afternoon and the mu- 
sician had left for Keokuk, Io. 

A negro who occuples an outbuilding 
in the rear of 3720 Morgan, also owned by 
Mr. Ganzy, absolutely refused to give his 
name to the police. He was positive in his 
statement that he had watched the house 
and that he had seen no stranger about. 

Chief Busch told the officer that the blaze 
appeared to be of incendiary origin.

“SHEEP CAMP, April 5, 1898.—My Dear 
Brother: I guess ere these few lines 
reach you, you will have seen through 
the newspapers of the terrible snowslide 
of Saturday night and Sunday, April 3. so 
I thought I would better drop you a few 
lines to let you Know I am still numbered 
with the living. 

It was a terrible sight to witness, and one 
calculated to make a fellow home-sick. This 
is said to be the worst that has ever hap- 
pened here. We had to go three miles 
after the alarm was given to get where the 
poor fellows were buried. We saved a good

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many, but the storm was so great that we 
could not do much work. As it was dark, 
although it happened at 12:30 o’clock in the 
day, that we could not see. Every man 
who responded to the call for help went at 
the risk of his own Ife.

Up to noon 
to-day 40 dead bodies have been taken out, 
including two women. hey are still dig- 
ging, but the area is so great it will take 
some time to remove the snow, and many 
will not be found until the snow melts in 
the summer. 

None 
of the party that came out with us from 
Mexico were caught. Some had their goods 
snowed under, but they can soon d'g them
